Treasures from Teresa 

There were members of staff and the Gatherings of Grace Core Team 
who attended the Fashion Me a People conference last week. Our goal 
was to learn how to best support our parish community in their journey 
of faith learning. We learned many things that we would love to share 
with you. Many things we learned were small nuances to make lifelong 
learning better for you. 

Many times throughout the conference references were made from the 
General Directory for Catechesis, in plain English. This article is a 
summary and commentary written by Bill Heubsh in response to a 
Vatican II decree, 

In The Decree on the Pastoral Office of Bishops in the Church , 

called for the development of a directory which would guide the 
catechetical instruction of the Christian people. Indeed, such a 
directory was drawn up and published by Pope Paul VI on April 
11, 1971. It was called the General Catechetical Directory. 

-GDC-in plain English, Articles 1-13, preface 

A directory was written but the reading is formidable and their footnotes 
often contain the Latin names of obscure documents that are only 
accessible to the informed few. Bill Heubsh wrote a summary and 
commentary in plain English of the directory in order to help inspire 
those whose ministry it is to catechize a community. This General 
Directory for Catechesis, in plain English was published by the offices of 
the Vatican on August 15, 1997 with the approval of Pope John Paul II. 

“The General Directory for Catechesis is the key document providing the 
road map for all we do in religious education and catechesis today! It is 
the result of what was arguably the widest consultation with the faithful 
ever carried by the Church's leaders. And it now serves as the normative 
guide for the entire world.” -Bill Huebsh 

As the quote from Bill Huebsh says, this document provides a road map. 
The staff members have become familiar with the document and we use 
this to guide us in our ministry of lifelong learning and wanted to share 
some of these inspirational references so please look for them in the 
future bulletins.

As long-time advocates of health care reform, the U.S. Catholic bishops continue to make the moral 
case that genuine health care reform must protect the life, dignity, consciences and health of all, 
especially the poor and vulnerable.

. On November 7, the U.S. House of Representatives passed major health care reform that 
reaffirms the essential, longstanding and widely supported policy against using federal funds 
for elective abortions and includes positive measures on affordability and immigrants.
